packed with mice or dancing 
games featuring maraca- 
carrying monkeys. It’s no 
surprise, then, that one of 
their final games for the 
Dreamcast is totally and 
utterly off the wall... 

So, Rez... what’s it all about 
then? Well, at the very heart 
of Rez lies an old-fashioned 
shoot-’em-up - to be honest, 
it shares quite a lot in 
common with that old classic 
from the MegaDrive, Space 
Harrier. You take control of a 
flying central figure, whizzing 
over the wireframe landscape, 
taking out anything that 


moves with your weapons of 
destruction; it sounds simple 
and, on the surface, it is. 

Taking it a step further 
though, the gameplay within 
Rez is a bit more complicated 
than just pointing and 
shooting - you need to 
concentrate not only on what’s 
going on around you, but also 
upon the beat running beneath 
the action. Yeah, we know, 
that sounds pretty stupid, but 
it’s the only way to explain 
how the music ties in with the 
action of the game; they’re 
linked in a way never seen 
before in a videogame. 


As Roy Castle once said: 
/ “Innovation, that’s what 

you need”... or something like 
that. In the games industry, 
that’s a rare and beautiful 
thing - for every fifty 
incredibly obvious 
racing/fighting/shooting/sports 
games that come out, you 
might just find one totally 
innovative idea, or at least one 
used and then 
totally vamped up into 
something you’ve never seen 
before. Of all the developers 
we know, SEGA is the best at 
delivering such innovations, 
whether it’s puzzle games

This giant disco ball actually 
contains a spinning block, 
complete with deadly 
missile-launching tentacles.

Using an artistic and literary 
term known as Synaesthesia 
(which, according to our 
dictionary means ‘the 
sensation felt in a part of the 
body other than the part 
stimulated’... err, right), Rcz 


creates a different sound and 
then releasing the button to 
fire a shot at that enemy 
produces yet another sound. 
Imagine all this going on 
repeatedly, thanks to the 
number of enemies on screen 


Of course, all this might 
make you think that Rcz is far 
too complicated a game for 
you to consider buying. STOP. 
Don’t let what we’ve gone on 
about confuse you - it really is 
quite simple to get your head 


sets out to stimulate your eyes 
and ears through a 
combination of visual and 
audio effects, which send 
sensations to your brain and 
thus evokes emotion. 

Try to get your head round 
this... pressing the button to 
lock onto an enemy creates a 
sound (not a note - a sound). 


- and the fact that you can 
target up to ten enemies at 
once - then combine that with 
the ongoing track, pounding 
beats out as you play... this is 
how the whole Synaesthesia 
effect comes into play. Still 
don’t understand? Well, don’t 
worry - this really is one of 
those games that you have to 


round once you actually have a 
go. You’ll just have to believe 
us about how excited this 
game made us and how eager 
we are to play it once more. 
We’re already counting the 
days before we get our very 
own copy... next month, we’re 
definitely going to review it for 
you and tell you how great it

What advantages has Xbox brought to this project? K t/y , 

The number of polygons we’re 

pushing around is absolutely ^ 

phenomenal. We’ve been really 

impressed with the Xbox. There’s _ 

16,000 polygons in each of the cars % \$ i | f 

and I wouldn’t even want to guess how 
many there are in the scenery, but we’re 
actually getting a hell of a lot of detail. All the reflections in 
the cars are real-time, everything you pass by is reflected in 
the cars. To achieve this effect, and the reflections on the 
road, we have to render the scene eight times over, which - 
we think - is really impressive. 

The graphics look simply stunning and the cars seem to handle really well. Tell 
us a little more about what you’ve achieved in Project Gotham Racing. 

Each car has its own dynamics, and we’ve tried to make 
everything as real as possible. When you brake, the brake 
discs on the car will move, and every car is based on a real 
model. We’ve tried to make the game feel like you’re 
actually there, in that city. The most exciting thing for us, as 
games developers, is that the manufacturers have actually 
allowed us to damage the cars. If you hit a barrier at 
180mph, you want to see crumples. 

Another thing we’ve included is the real DJs, from the real 
cities, playing real tunes on the radio. It’s all part of trying 
to increase the realism. If you don’t like the tunes they’re 
playing, you can put your own in. 

Anyone who has played your Dreamcast game Metropolis Street Racer 
will know about the Kudos system, has this been retained tor Project 
Gotham Racing? 

This is the whole crux of the game, this is what the game’s 
all about - it’s about style. Have you ever been playing a 
racing game, you’ve just had a brilliant race, everything’s 
clean, you haven’t hit the side, you haven’t hit another car 
and you’ve done some brilliant manoeuvres - you play the 
replay and it looks phenomenal - what do you get? First 
place, and that’s it! So this is what the Kudos system is all 
about - you are going to be rewarded for that first place, 
but you’re also going to be rewarded for how you achieved 
it. If you powerslide around the corners you gain Kudos 
points; if you slalom around cones and look cool, you’ll get 
extra points; if you want to take the car up on two wheels - 
great, you’ll get points for that too! The other thing about 
the Kudos system is the ability to set your own bar. You can 
set your own goal for the race. If you gamble to complete a 
track in a lower time, you’ll get more Kudos points if you 
manage it! 

You must have travelled all around the world to research this game, why have 
you chosen the locations you have? 

The cities were chosen with distinct things in mind. If you 
go to Europe, you will go to London, if you go to Japan, you 
will go to Tokyo, and San Francisco and New York are major 
cities in America. We’ve tried to take places that represent 
the view of a foreign country that the people of the world 
may have. There’s something in here that everyone can 
relate to. We would have loved to have put Paris into the 
game, but we were advised that there’s a law in France that 
the owner of a building holds the copyright on that building, 
so having to get permission from each copyright owner in a 
two kilometre radius would have made recreating Paris a 
logistical nightmare. 

How much in Project Gotham Racing has come directly trom Metropolis Street 
Racer on the Dreamcast? 

We know what worked in M-SR, and we know where the 
problems were. The best way of describing it is that we’ve 
taken the spirit of the game. This game is a 95% code 
rewrite. We’ve now got the permission from the 
manufacturers for the cars to leave the floor, so the game 
has completely new dynamics. We’ve worked a lot into the 
Kudos system to make it what we wanted all along. We 
want people to see this game as the definitive Bizarre 
Creations racing game.

The original Shenmue was released 
/ nine months ago, to rave reviews 
from almost everyone who played it. 
Many said it was boring in places, but it 
looked stunning, had an incredible 
amount of freedom and featured the 
most amazing recreation of a fully living, 
breathing town ever seen in a videogame. 
One of the best parts, however, was the 
epic plot that was on a level with a 
Hollywood blockbuster instead of a mere 
videogame. This was also the main 
complaint that people had - the 
adventure, for some reason, finished 
right when the pace of the game was 
picking up. 

Deja Mue? 

Rather than being a complete sequel, 
Shenmue II is a continuation of the 
game’s story and picks up as our hero, 
Ryo, arrives in Hong Kong in pursuit of 
Lan Di, his father’s killer. 


If you’ve played the original game, the 
first thing you’ll notice when you start 
playing is that the game is subtitled into 
English and not dubbed, like the original. 
Before you complain, this is certainly not 
a bad thing. It’s not very authentic, 
because the game is set in Hong Kong, 
so the people should be speaking 
Cantonese, but you get the high-quality 
Japanese voice acting, instead of dull and 
robotic-sounding English voices. On the 
whole, the translation is very good, but if 
you speak Japanese you may notice a few 
errors in it - those errors are very 
uncommon though, so it’s no problem. 
The voices themselves are very well done 
and suit their characters, especially with 
the major ones. 

Deja View 

The incredible graphics that Shenmue was 
famous for are even better in the second 
instalment. The game engine isn’t as 


stunning as a year ago and there is still 
the occasional slowdown and person 
fading in. The distant textures look fuzzy 
in places, but when you see how much 
detail, how many characters and how big 
the environments are that your DC is 
pushing, you will be amazed. The fact 
that this is on a ‘dead’, three-year-old 
system makes you wonder just what 
AM2 can do with this game on the XBox. 
Even the regular people that you meet 
walking around look good and have a lot 
to say for themselves.

although the speech is just as good, if 
not better, the music just doesn’t hit the 
spot. We’re not saying it’s bad - far from 
it - it’s just not as great as the original’s 
and the recycled music from the first 
game doesn’t sound right in the new 
situations. Of course, if you never played 
the original and music doesn’t bother 
you, you won’t care, as it’s of a much 
higher quality than the majority of games 
out there. 

If At First... 

The way this sequel works will be 
familiar to anyone who has played the 
first game. The controls are much the 
same, only you now have the option to 
control Ryo with the analogue stick 
instead of the D-Pad, and there is a new 
icon system for talking to people, 
performing actions, asking for 
information, etc. It’s very simple and 
very intuitive. For example, if you walk 
up to someone and press Y (marked with

a $ symbol) you get the option to ask 
them about jobs, pawnshops and places 
where you can gamble. It’s very good, as 
it stops you having to access a menu to 
ask specific things. That isn’t the only 
new feature, as you can now play in 
first-person in certain situations - some 
free-battles are fought through Ryo’s 
eyes (which makes them more 
interesting when you have to go through 
a lot of them), inside buildings you can 
go into first-person mode and walk 
around to look at objects and the other 
main new addition is the new-style 
QTEs. Whereas in the first game all 
QTEs (Quick Time Events) were a simple 
case of pressing the right button when it 
flashed up on screen, Shenmue II ’s QTEs 
use all the buttons (Shenmue ’s only used 
six of them) and from time to time you 
will also encounter the new-style ones, 
in which the screen will freeze, you are 
very quickly shown a combination of 
button-presses, then you must enter the 


combination again to continue. The 
outcome of these can mean the 
difference between life and death most 
of the time and mean that even when 
you’re watching a cut-scene you have to 
be on the ball to avoid messing up. It’s 
also very cool that with some QTEs, if 
you mess up, you’ll have to find another 
way to complete your objective instead 
of doing it over and over again like in the 
original Shenmue. 

Feel The Need... 

Whereas the original game was 
sometimes criticised for being slow and 
boring in places, Shenmue II is much 
more action-packed. There’s still a lot of 
gathering of information involved, but 
you can get all the help you need from a 
few people. This means that Shenmue II 
can be enjoyed even if you didn’t like the 
original, because you can pass 
through the boring parts quickly 
and get into the many free battles 


Kowloon 

This is the biggest city in the 
game and it is, therefore, 
brimming with huge buildings, 
which contain traders, 
apartments and even crime 
syndicates.

How Big? 


Earlier in this review we touched upon the 
size of the environments - which are 
pretty unbelievable. When SEGA said that 
this game was five times bigger than 
Shenmue, it wasn’t joking. Everything is 
bigger - Shenmue had a couple of shops; 
Shenmue II has a shopping mall (complete 
with Tomato Mart). Shenmue had five 
areas; Shenmue II has over twenty. The 
first two main areas, Aberdeen and Wan 
Chai, which you will spend the whole first 
two discs in, are nearly twice as big as all 
of Shenmue’s areas put together. When 
you get to the third area, Kowloon, the 
size of the game becomes apparent - 
you’ll find 40-storey skyscrapers, with ten 
or more rooms that you can explore on 
each. The size of the game’s incredible, 
even if most of the detail is unimportant 
to the game. Yet, it was disappointing not 
to see any SEGA consoles in the 
electronics shops in Wan Chai.

Shenmue II is set in bustling Hong Kong 
in 1987 and it’s completely different to 
the sleepy Japanese town of Yokosuka 
from the original. Whereas back home 
everyone knew Ryo and most people were 
friendly, in Hong Kong the first kid you 
meet will get you mugged and steal your 
money - instead of asking you to care for 
a cute kitten - which more or less sums up 
the difference between the settings in the 
two games. 

Work Shy? 

Another one of the main criticisms of 
Shenmue, from gamers and press alike, 
was the job on the forklift trucks that Ryo 
had to do to progress in the game. You 
got paid for it, but it was boring and 
repetitive, and you hardly got to do 
anything else because it took up so much 
of the time in the game. We didn’t mind, 
because we got into a lot of cool fights in 
between working the forklift, which was 
pretty enjoyable, but Shenmue II ’s job 


system will keep people who enjoyed 
Shenmue’s crate-lifting happy, as well as 
silence the critics of it. Here, if you want 
to earn money, you can carry crates, work 
the Pachinko boards, play Pachinko 
yourself, street fight, arm wrestle, gamble 
on dice, Mah Jong and even sell your little 
toys from the machines at pawnshops. 
During most of the game this is optional, 
but it becomes essential later on when 
gangs and informers will only help you for 
the right price. This means that most of 
the game is much less linear than the 
original, as if you need money it’s up to 
you, not your allowance, to get it. 

Who, What, Why, When? 

The game’s story is one of the high- 
points. It has as many different aspects as 
the first game and also contains a lot of 
parts that are related to Japanese, Chinese 
or martial arts culture, that will make it a 
must-play for anyone who is interested in 
that culture and mythology. The story is 


carried by a great set of characters, a few 
of which return from Shenmue, and a city 
full of new ones. Ryo is the same as any 
players of the original will remember, Ren 
is a tough fighter with a mischievous side 
to his personality, Joy is a hard chick with 
a soft spot for Ryo, Xiuying is beautiful 
and mysterious, with a sense of sadness 
about her, Wong is kind-hearted and 
helpful, but stuck alone without a family 
and the huge supporting cast have their 
own personalities and backgrounds. 

Overall, this game is a must-buy if you 
liked the original, and a must-try if you 
didn’t. It’s one of the most epic and 
beautiful games on any console and has 
something to offer whether you like 
exploration, action, interaction, or 
anything else. Even haters of the original 
Shenmue will probably have some fun with 
this, and those looking for more of the 
same will certainly be satisfied. It’s still a 
little dull in places, but that’s very 
uncommon. This game is everything a 
sequel should be and so much more - get 
it and let your beloved Dreamcast go out 
with a bang.

\ Unfortunately, the answer to the 
y question is no - and quite how this 
game made it through the testing phase 
we’ll never know. It lacks any passion or 
flair and somehow manages to make 
football seem very boring. The graphics 
are fairly crisp, with characters that 
actually have the same names as their 
real-life counterparts. Quite why all this 
effort was made is questionable, as when 
you pick up the controller to take over 
your heroes they react like they are all 
80-years-old. The game plods along at a 
crawl, with lots of stumbling around and, 
at times, it resembles women’s football - 
only ten times worse. 

The action buttons are fairly well 
arranged on the pad for easy use, 



although pressing them will not always 
produce a response from your player. The 
directional pad is not available for use in 
the match and the analogue stick is also 
slow to react to your commands. When in 
control of the ball, you can press the flair 
button, which seems to do either 
absolutely nothing or makes you run 
towards the goal as fast as you can. 
Opting to pass can also be tricky, as the 
players will sometimes pass the ball 
backwards or even just tap it to the 
opposition. It is almost impossible to 
outrun the defenders, even if you are 
Michael Owen, and when you do, you 
find yourself staring at the keeper. Then 
your shot will normally fly over the bar or 
land safely in the goalie’s hands. The 


whole game reacts unbelievably slowly, 
you often feel like trying to program the 
controller to perform the entire match in 
advance and then waiting to see if you 
guessed correctly. 

Are You Blind Referee? 

There are several different game modes 
to try out, including leagues and several 
cup tournaments with just about every 
European team available to choose from. 
If you do not have a favourite club, you 
can always choose to control the national 
squads, which also have the full current 
team of players, including new stars like 
Steven Gerard and Ashley Cole.

through the Options menu it does 
become a little more exciting, although 
slightly more difficult to control. The 
players can do diving headers and 
overhead kicks; although making them go 
on target is another matter altogether. 
After a short while, the play does seem a 
little easier to control, but the excitement 
is missing and could well put you off 
football for life. 

Like most soccer games, there is 
commentary throughout the match, 
which sometimes doesn’t quite make 
sense, and although it is not too heavy it 
does become annoying after a few 
games. After each goal you get to see 
your players celebrate in a variety of 
different ways, and at half-time you can 
make substitutions or change your team’s 
tactics around. There are plenty of new 
formations to try out along with the 


ability to choose which players will take 
all of your free kicks and corners. The 
options are really great and probably are 
the game’s best feature, along with the 
fact that the players’ names have been 
spelt correctly. 

Luckily, the game is only called
